Charles Henderson, of near Friend- 


ship, one of, .the supposed counter- 
feiters brought in by Sheriff Rickey 
yesterday, was released last evening. 
While he was found in bad company, 
there was no evidence to hold him. 
The other man, "Joseph Gibson," as 
he styles himself, is evidently a 
smooth article and the sheriff has no 
doubt made a good catch. 
Sheriff 


Rickey first heard of the. pair at Har- 
r'isonyille, where Gibson got shaved, 
passing a counterfeit dollar dated 
1879. 
He went into -Henry Lantz's 


store and bought some cigars, passing 
off the same kind of a dollar. 
At the 


store at Massfe post-office another dol- 
lar was passed the same as the first 
two. 
Gibson seemed to be handling 


the finances of the two. .They were 
found at the residence of a Mrs. Hen- 
derson, in Jackson county. 
Hender- 


son lives on the West Side, on what 
is known as Stoney Run. He tells the 
story that Gibson came to his house 
about two weeks ago and had been 
helping him make ties. He had to 
go up into Jackson county to look 
after his niece and asked Gibson to 
go with him. Gibson, however, says 
that he never made a tie in his life. 
The two being separated did not 
know the story of each other. Gib- 
son, when arrested, had a few dollars 
in good money with him, he having 
probably hidden the counterfeit on 
the 
outside. .Shortly 
after 
bhey 


started, although the sheriff searched 
him very close, lie was seen to throw 
a small piece of hand-saw away. 
It 


could not be found at the time, 
The 


sheriff sent men to search for it. Gib- 
son said it was only a piece of saw 
blade he used for cleaning his finger 
nails. lie had with him a note-book 
and some letters, indicating that he 
traveled through Michigan and Indi- 
ana, 
his home probably being in 


Michigan.' In the note-book found in 
his pocket was a cipher letter. 
The 


officials have so far been unable to 
translate it. In his pockets were 
found a lot of vulgar printed matter 
and writings that ought to be sutli- 
cient to send a man to the peniten- 
tiary on general principles. He was 
arraigned before Mayor Glidden this 
morning, entering a plea of not guilty, 
and waived examination.

Hie True Story of a Winter's Camp 


in the Little Village of Martins- 


burg', Virginia. 


Just at this time, when every word 


Irom our brave boys at the front is so 


• precious and is read and re-read by 
the fond mothers, and when we are 
•wondering to «hom we will bid a sad 
fare well--a"t the next call, a few 
'reminiscences from an old veteran of 
the late war will be especially inter- 
esting. It is not often that Capt. \V. 
' W. Prather, of the Portsmouth Tin- 
ware Co. gets.time to talk, but when 
, he does, ;you can always count en 
.'something interesting. 
A Times re- 


porter dropped into his office this 
morning as he -was going through his 
morning mail, and noticing the num- 
ber of letters, " sat down for a long 
wait, but the Captain did not detain 
him long. A huge smile illuminated 
his countenance as he handed the re- 
porter a letter. "Read that," lie 
said, "and then I will tell you astory 
-which may sound like fiction, but is 
every word true. That letter brings 
to my mind memories of the long ago 
and refers to a part of the history of 


• General Philip H. Sheridan's famous 
campaign in the Shenandoah valley 
in the fall of 1864." 
•With this the Captain began de- 
scribing this 
Vigorous 
campaign, 


.which drove "Old Jubal1 'Early out of 
the valley and earned for the/brave 
Ninety-first Ohio a call to. winter 


. quarters. They went into quarters 


at Martinsburg, Ya., (now West Yir- 
ginia) a straggling old Virginia town 
;oh the B. & O. in the Shenandoah 
-valley, which was then called the 
"Southern granary" on account of 
its five hundred square miles of fertile 
and productive soil. An extract from 
the iiistory of the "Ninety-first Ohio, 
written by the chaplain, Rev. A. H. 
Windsor, reads as follows; • • - . . • 


"December 19th the Second bri- 


gade of the second division of the 
Army of West Virginia, Gen. B. F. 
Coates commanding, was ordered to 
the Opequan to guard the railroad 
bridge over that stream. The Second 
brigade was here broken up, the 
Ninety-first being left at the. bridge 
while the other regiments were placed 
at different points along the B. & O. 
railroad. 


''December 30th, the Ninety-first 


received orders to proceed to Martins- 
burg, where it arrived on the follow- 
ing day, in the midst of a terrible 
snow storm, having found two inches 
of snow on their; blankets when they 
awoke from their beds on mother 
earth in the morning. The hardships 
and sufferings endured by the brave 
men of this regiment in the succeed- 
ing ten days are almost without a 
parallel. 
It took about that time to 


build their barracks, being compelled 
to get the timber for that purpose 
about two and one-half miles from 
the town, and to pry up the stone for 
their chimneys from 
the 
frozen 


ground. Had it not been for the kind- 
ness of the Union loving citizens of 
Martinsburg, the regiment must have 
suffered beyond the powers of en- 
.durance. After the barracks were 
built we lived in comparative com- 
fort, if we except the very severe 
guard duty that was undergone and 
the suffering occasioned by the fear- 
ful weather." 


One of the Union loving families 


referred to in tins extract was that 
of David Canfield, on the Winchester 
pike, in the suburbs and near the 
camp, and here is where the Captain's 
story comes in. 
The Canfield family 


consisted of the father and mother, a 
married daughter, Mrs. Harry Grimes, 
and her husband, a daughter, Mary, 
and two sons, John and Will. 
The 


elder Mr. Canfield was the proprietor 
of a bakery and confectionery and 
was liberally and 
generously 
pa- 


tronized by the soldiers on account of 
their Union sentiments. A second 
floor room in their residence was 
rented by the quarter-roaster of the 
regiment. A. B. Grassland, now of 
Jackson, O., for the purpose of mak- 
ing up the long-delayed reports to the 
government. 
The quarter-master's 


sergeant and clerk began operations 
by constructing tables and stools to 
work with and then proceeded, to 
make a winter's job of the reports^ 
Mr. Canfield was very/fond of check- 
ers, and whenever he could spare a 
moment's time would engage the ser- 
geant in a game, and when he would 
be called to the' store.JMiss Mary 
would be~ called in to finish the game. 
She was a pure and tender bud of rare 
beauty and a kind and loving disposi- 
tion, and : the" feeling of friendship 
soon ripened into a more tender senti- 
ment, and before the Ninety-first left 
MartiHsburg:in the spring of IStio, 
Mary and the sergeant were 
be- 


trothed. 


But "love'-laughs •••at. Avar," and 


two trips were made by the sergeant 
on horseback through the enemy's 
country back to Martinsburg. 
Cor- 


respondence was kept up for a year 
after the war closed, but :as .,each 
party mingled with the young people 
of their native villages, new-attach- 
ments were formed, and in the course 
of time both were happily married. 
A period of over... thirty years has 
elapsed, and in verification of the old 
adage, '"a man does not live long 
enough to forget his first lore," our 
sergeant of the Ninety-first concluded 
he would'like to hear how old Father 
Time had dealt with Mary, and as he 
did not know her name or address, he 
sent an occasional marked copy ;of 
the Times to Mrs. Grimes, her sister, 
and after a few months was rewarded 
by receiving a beautifully engraved 
invitation to the wedding; of Mrs. 
Grimes' daughter, Miss Daisy, to Mr. 
A. D. Darby, a bank cashier of Mart- 
insburg. 
Our sergeant, then having 


something to work on, sent a letter 
conveying regrets that he could not 
attend the wedding and inquiring 
after the family. 
He received in re- 


ply to this a very interesting letter 
from Mrs. Grimes, in which she :re- 
counted the changes in events that 
have taken place since that memor- 
able winter of '64-'65. She gave a 
history of each member of the family 
who were then assembled around the 
hearth-stone and told of their pres- 
ent location and condition. She very 
feelingly referred , to the short time 
ago when the boys went again to war. 
It made her sad to hear the bands 
and drum corps playing the martial 
music, but could not help but praise 
God that at last they were united in 
one common cause, under one banner, 
and we ought to feel that this ac- 
complishment was equal to the sacri- 
fice.. 


Miss Mary, who won the heart of 


the quarter-master sergeant, married 
a prominent railroad otlicial and now 
lives in Savannah, Ga. Owing to the 
extreme modesty of our friend, Capt. 
Prather, we will leave the reader to 
guess who acted as quarter-master 
sergeant for the Ninety-first O. • V. I.
